KEEPER OF THE CLUB HOUSE. 


WAS REPAIRING A YACHT IN 
MID-STREAM. 


Skiff Overturned and Lee Having But 
One Arm Could Not Save Him- 
self—Mrs. Lee Paralyzed 
by Fright.

Harry Lee, keeper of the Brick House 
Club at Gilbert Lake, near Grafton, IIL, 
was drowned in the Illinois River in sight 
of his wife, who stood on shore, terrorized 
into silence by the awful sight and un- 
able to call for help. 

A child of the drowning man, too young 
to realize what she beheld, stood by the 
side of it’s mother and laughed gleefully 
at what she thought were her father’s an- 
tics to amuse he?. 

When the power of speech returned to the 
wife she shrieked hysterically and men 


came running from a near-by farm house. 
They were too late. Lee had disappeared 
and rose no more. 

Lee cared for the clubhouse, which was 
owned by St. Louis sportsmen, and lived 
there with his wife and child. 

The.club owns a small sail yacht, which 
is Kept anchored in midstream in deep 
water. Lee, who had but one arm, pad- 
died out to the yacht Thursday afternoon 
a a skiff tu do some repairing on the rig- 
Bing. ‘ 

Mrs. Lee and the Httle one stood at the 
edge of the water and watched the skilf 
go out to the miniature ship. Lee made 
fast to the yacht and boarded it. The work 
he had in hand required but a few min- 
utes. When he had finished he called to 
the wife that he was going to come ashore, 

The skiff was swaying in'the current under 
the yacht’s stern. Lee walked back to the 
stern, poised himself on the rail an in- 
stant while he waved his hand at his wife 
and child, and leaped into the skiff, yw ich 
floated a yard or more below the vacuit. 

What next transpired before the eyes 
of the woman and child on shore struck 
Mrs. Lee dumb with herror, and caused 
the child to laugh in innocent ignorance 
of the fact that her father was not trying 
to amuse hey, but was struggling with 
death betore her. 

Lee struck fairly in the 
skiff... Fhe. tiny beat -ecareened and 
plunged into the water. 

His cry of agony was drowned In a splasb 
as his body struck the water. His head and 
arm appeared again, yards below the boat. 
He screamed and beat the water fran- 
tically. 

The wife stood still, ssemingly bereft of 
her seuses. The child called to her to 
“look ai papa.”’ 

The current, swift and eddying, swept the 
man far away from the boat and carried 
him under the _ surface a second time, 
drowning his erv for help. 

The child clutched at her mother’s skirts 
and asked why ‘“‘papa’’ stayed under the 
water so long. The woman heeded not. 
She gave no sign of life. 

The Httle one looked out over the water 
expectantly. The woman stared blankly in 
the fame directior. 

A black speck, the head of a man, ap- 
peared on the gray surface for an instant 
and disappeared. 

The woman made no sign. 
gan to ery. The silence of 
frightened her. 

The use of her faculties burst upon Mra. 
Lee. She screamed and secreamed and 
threw herself upor the ground. - 

Her cries reached the ears of men 
farmhouse near the river. ‘They ran to the 
clubhouse. Mrs. Lee was beating her face 
and crying that her husband had drowned 
before her eves and she had stood and 
watched without going to his ald. 

It was hours before she became calm 
enough to relate what had happened. She 
said that when she saw him plunge ints 
the water the sight so terrified her that 
she could not move and the power of speech 
left her. She was fascinated and hypno- 
tized by the awful thing. 

The men of the nelghborhood made fu- 
tle efforts to recover the body Friday and 
Saturday.

THE GLENCOE BATTLE.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—The War Office an- 
nounces in the fighting yesterday between 
Glencoe and Dundee, in Natal, thirty-one 
officers and men were killed and 151 wound- 
ed. <A later disvatch from Sir George 
Stewart White says that Sir William Penn 
Symons is brighter to-day, but that the 
doctor can give no further opinion.

RIGID CENSORSHIP NECESSARY 


London Editors Would Not Do As the 
Government Desired and the 
World Must Suffer. 


21—It is estimated 
that 10,000 men of the First Army 
Corps _ sailed from England = yester- 
day. To-day there will sail a number vari- 
ously estimated, but probably about the 
Same strength. A battalion each of the 
Grenadier, Colkd Stream and Scots Guards 
start from Southhampton. A great detach- 
ment sails to-day from Glasgow, Leith and 
Irish ports. Officers from all parts of the 
country report the splendid aspect of the 
regiments, and the readiness with which 
the veterans reassume the old touch with 
discipline. Military England is fairly burst- 
ing with patriotic pride over the complete 
success of the mobilization of the army 
corps and its shipment under its own flag. 
The determination of the War Office to 


restrict the activity of special correspon- 
dents seems to be taking the shape of com- 
peting with the newspapers. Since the Boer 
attack was expected the public has been 
pelted, greatly to its satisfaction, with of- 
ficial bulletins at frequent intervals. The 
War Office, after attempting to convince 
the editors of the leading London journals 
that they must modify their methods of re- 
porting the campaign, has enforced censor- 
ship and established a news agency of its 
own for the benefit of the public. 

The following pronouncement of a pro- 
minent official shows what the War Office 
insisted upon: 

“There are three subjects which can and 
ought to be reported by the press, but not 
in detail, composition of the troops. Let 
us know by all means that a large, moderate 
or small force Of infantry, cavalry and ar- 
tillery, in all possible combinations, have 
advanced or retired, ete., but do not let us 
inform the enemy that such and such a 
squadron and such regiments, with so many 
guns of th's or that caliber, have done thus 
and so. Suoh detail enables the enemy to 

lot our men down on his map and must 
ead to unnecessary casualties on our side. 
Let us know that such and such positions 
have been taken up. such and such towns 
or locations fortified, but do not tell the 
Boers exactly where our trenches have been 
dug and the number of hours work and 
number of men employed in digging them. 
et us know that supplies have been stored 
at such and such isolated posts. but do 
not tell the Boers how many weeks or 
months of supplies have been stored. If 
they know they can arrange to starve some 
of our garrisons. It is not fair on our 
brothers and cousins at, Say, Glencoe or 
Ramathlabana, that the enemy should be

MANY COUNTERFEIT TICKETS 


Chicago Railroad Officials Find That 
They Have Been Victimized 
By Clever Criminals. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Passenger agents of

FREMONT, O., Oct. 21.—William J. Bryan 
began his third day’s campaign in Ohio 
to-day at the home of former President 
Hayes. 

Mr. Bryan's crowds through Ohio have 
been of moderate size and have not shown 
Sreat enthusiasm, although this is a Demo- 
cratic region. It should be said, however, 
that Mr. Bryan is not a curiosity to the 
people here, as he spoke through this part 
of the State in 1896 

His tour has carried him among a popu- 
lation largely German, by birth or descent. 
He ‘made imperialism his principal theme. 
All the points that he made upon this sub- 
ject were well received. 

Mr. McLean has almost effaced himself 
upon this trip. He always introduces Mr. 
Bryan as the Democratic nominee of 1900, 
and does not remain upon the stage while 
Mr. Bryan is speaking. 

Mr. Bryan is showing great vigor, and the 
decrease in the popular enthusiasm since 
he left Kentucky seems only to have 
stimulated him to increased efforts. 

At Napoleon, a place of about 4000 inhabl- 
tants, he talked at length about the trusts 
and told this story: 

“There was a medical student who took 
“ @ liberal quantity stimulants to brace 
himself for examination. The examiners 
asked him if he had a patient in extremi- 
ties what would he do? ‘I'd bleed him,’ 
replied the student. The examiner was a 
kind-hearted man, and not wishing the 
student to fail, said: ‘If the man con- 
tinued to grow worse, what would you do”’ 
The student opened his sleepy eves a little 
and answered: ‘I'd bleed him again.’ 

“The examiner stil! wished to save him 
and said: ‘Suppose the second bleeding left 
him so weak that he could not stand, what 
would you do?’ 

“‘T’d prop him against the wall,’ replied 
the student, ‘and take what blood was left.’ 

“And that is the way with the trusts 
whichwhave hold of this country; they intend 
to bleed it until nothing is left.’’ 

Vr 

Mr. Bryan gave Mr. McLean a strong in- 
dorsement. He said: “Elect McLean and 
there won't be a smile in the White House 
for six months. The President will begin 
to think and say: ‘We have gone too far.’ 

“There will be a rummaging around in 
the White. House among old documents to 
see what the Declaration of Independencé 
really meant.”’ 

One of Mr. Bryan's saliies 
which seemed to rouse the audience, 
this: 

“Farmers elect a man to office, and that 
man is like a watchman in a tower. When 
the farmers call up to him and asks, ‘What 
of the night, watchman?’ he merely 
answers, ‘Plough on, farmer; plough on!’ ”’ 

At Bellefontain Mr. Bryan showed a car- 
todn from a Republican newspaper depict- 
ing Columbia calling upon her sons to 
“rally round the flag.”’ He called attention 
to the fact that the next line, “Shouting 
the battle cry of freedom,” was omitted. 

Mr. Bryan again attacked the bargain 
with the Sultan of Sulu, and he used the 
epigrammatic sentence, which was 
ceived with great applause: ‘‘We are now 
paying the Sultan of Sulu $250 a month for 
the privilege of having the American. flag 
over his harem.”’ 

At Tima, which has about 16.000 itnhabi- 
tants, Mr. Bryan was escorted to the stand 
by three bands of music and lines of horse- 
men, but the attendance was not as large 
as had been expected.

hand and said: “I am one of the 3500 travel- 
ing men of this State who were thrown out 
of employment by the trusts, and I wish to 
know if John R. McLean is interested in 
any trust?’ 

Mr. Bryan replied that Mr. McLean would 
probably answer that question himself, but 
he could say that the platform upon which 
Mr. MdLean stood was against all trusts 
and his paper was doing as much as any 
other agency to defeat the trusts. 

Mr. McLean had left the stage before the 
question was asked. 

At Findlay he was received with fire- 
works and torchlight parade. Mr. Bryan 
made two speeches, one at the baseball park 
and the second at the Opera House. Prob- 
ably 10,000 people were at the two places, 
and they were enthusiastic. Mr. Bryan 
traveled 175 miles yesterday and made eight 
speeches in seven counties to about 26,000 
people. To-day he will speak at Fremont, 
Tiffin, Upper Sandusky, Marion, Bucyrus 
and Sandusky. 

His Ohio tour will close at Sandusky. 


SPEECHES FROM TRAIN END. 


Bryan’s Comment on the Hissing In- 
cident at Findlay Last Night. 

FREMAQNT, O., Oct. 2L—The Bryan-Mc- 
Lean train left Findlay at 8:30 this morn- 
ing. At lostoria, the train stopped for a 
few moments, during which time Mr. Bryan 
appeared upon the platform in response 
to calls o fthe crowd. Expressions of kind- 
ly greeting were exchanged. 

Comments were numerous regarding the 
hissing at the Opera House in Findlay last 
night. Mr. Bryan was told that “Ohioans 
do not approve of that, Mr. Bryan, we will 
yesent it at the proper time, and in the pro- 
per way.”’ ; 

“Oh, well, those things are the incidents 
of a warm poiitical condition,” replied Mr, 
Brvan. “lf they can stand it, I can.’’

ADMIRAL WATSON’S KENTUCKY 
FRIENDS ARE AROUSED. 


Administration’s Object Is to Place 
the Rear Admiral Ahead of the 
Fighter at Santiago and the 
Manila Bay Officer. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—President Mce- 
Kinley intends to send to the Senate imme- 
diately after Congress resumes the nomina- 


| tlons of Admirals Sampson and Schley and 


other other officers recommended last year 
for advancement as a reward for gallant 
conduct in action. 

This decision of the President and Secre- 
tary Long, it is said, has been influenced 
in no small degree by the sentiment of 
the country, as gauged by them on the re- 
cent trip in the West. The people, it is 
said, did not seem to care much about the 
matter, though they showed unbounded 
enthusiasm for the work of the navy dur- 
ing the war with Spain, and were plainly 
anxious that those who had brought the 
War to a successful issue should be re- 
warded. 

It is intended by the President to resub- 
mit all the naval nominations during the 
coming session, and it is understood the 
nominations giving brevets to army officers 
for gallant conduct in action will also be 
resubmitted. The nominations to be sent 
in in December will be changed in the case 
of several naval officers on account of the 
natural changes which have occurred since 
they were first submitted. 

The original nominations of Rear Admir- 
als Sampson and Schley called for their 


advance by eight and six numbers. This 
would have resulted in placing Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson No. 3 on the list ef senior 
Rear Admirals and Rear Admiral Schley 
No. 4, leaving Rear Admiral McNair as the 
senior Rear Admiral and Rear Admiral 
Howell as No. 2. The retirement of Cum- 
modore Robeson and Rear Admiral Howi- 
son have already advanced Rear Admirals 
Sampson and Schley two numbers. Should 
the original nominations be e6ubmitted, Rear 
Admirals Sampson and Schley would pasé 
over Rear Admirals McNair and Howell, 
and Rear Admiral Sampson would be the 
senior Rear Admiral. 

This will not be permitted. It is under- 
stood that Secretary Long will consult with 
Rear ‘Adm:ral Crowinshield, chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, and the nominations 
will probably be forwarded for the ad- 
vancement of Rear Admira! Sampson six 
numbers and Rear Admiral Schley four 
numbers. 

By adopting this 
Sampson would pape over Rear Admirals 
Casey, Schley, Watson, Farquhar, Remey 
and Kautz, and Rear Admiral Schley would 
be advanced over Rear Admirals Watson, 
Farquhar, Remey and Kautz. 

Friends of Rear Admiral Schley will un- 
doubtedly make a determined effort to pre- 
vent the confirmation of the nominat’on 
of Rear AdmiralSampson, and Kentuckians 
are expected to use their influence to pre= 
vent the nominations of both officers be- 
ing confirmed. Rear Admiral Watson, 
their protege, being considered to be in 
ecmmand of such a formidable squadron 
that he should retain his present position 
on the naval reg’ster. 

It is Secretary Lcng’s purpose to refrain 
from engaging in any controversy, though 
he is satisfied the position he has assumed 
is impregnable.

The victory of battles is not always with the 
strong and powerful, for our Continental Army 
under the wise guiding generalship of Wasb- 
ington compelled Great Britain and ber troops 
to surrender and Great Britain to recognize 
our independence. Again, in 1812, through 
her continual annovances and insults, she tried 
to conquer and destroy our Government. In 
1861 to 1865 England, with her aympathies 
and secret assistance, allowed the Alabama-— 
British built—to ravish the high seas, destroy- 
ing our commerce and merchant marine, for 
which she had to pay us over $15,000,000. 

In 1896 she attempted to take from the small, 
weak republic of Venezuela a part of her 
territory. but our authorities compélled her to 
submit her claim to arbitration. Her claim 
was defeated by the unanimous vote of the 
Court of Arbitration. Great Britain denied to 
the South African Republic the right of a com- 
mission to settle all differences, forcing them 
to take up arms in self-defense. Under the 
wise statesmanship of the great Premier. Glad- 
stone, in 1884 England recognized their inde- 
pendence, which agreement under Chamberlain 
she refused to recognize.

The ccurt held that there could be no question of the lady's 
ineligibility. If a woman could fill the post of prosecuting 
attorney she could aspire to any constitutional office in the 
State The reports of the decision do not indicate the logic 
or law upon which the opinion was founded. Judge Moore 
gave a dissenting opinion in which he declared that “if « wom- 


an were capable of doing the work required of her in any 


office it would be hard to say that the common law forbade 
her doing so simply because she was a woman.”

J. Pierpont Morgan has been one of the most active of 
He may properly be called the father of 
the trusts. And in a certain sense Mr, Stetson might be called 
the grandfather of modern monopoly. 

It was Stetson who, by engineering the first Cleveland bond 
‘fesue, enabled J. Pierpont Morgan and his associates to make 
@ clean $11,000,000. Mr. Morgan wag then a rich man. But 
his share of this $11,000,000 was a nice help in his work of 
organizing the vast monopolies which, as the New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce says, have worked a veritable revolution 
in modern industry. 

Naturally Stetson does not want a federal corporation law. 
But the opposition of trust promoters to a proposed law ought 
to lead the people to suspect that it has merit. 

Mr. Hanna is declaring on the stump in Ohio that the for- 
mation of trusts is a step forward. Such frankness is highly 
interesting. We can no longer doubt as to where the great- 
est of the recognized Republican leaders stands. The destruc- 
tion of competition and the discharge of employes is consid- 
ered by Mr. Hanna a step forward. It is a step upon the 
necks of the consumer and the worker. 
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A RAILROAD OFFICIAL, 

Mr. Gamuel Spencer, president of the Southern Raliroad, 
dpesn't believe that spc Pearse should be permitted to 
violate the law against grarmting rebates and other discrim- 
inations, On the contrary, he says officials who are gulity 


of these offenses should be sent to the penitentiary. 
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Th his evidence before the Industrial Commission, Mr. Spen- 
cer said: “It has been said that men in the railroad busi- 


~ mess have to violate the law in order to hold their places, 


take the position that no man has a right to follow an 
iégal calling. If I can’t comply with the law asa railroad 
an, 1 tive .of getting out of tbe business is Jeft to 


me, and if I can't under such circumstances do what is right, 
I deserve no Sympathy.” 

No anti-railroad shrieker has spoken with more emphasis. 
The plea that railroad officials are obliged to break the law 
in ordér to make dividends for the stockholders is just as 
absurd as would be the burglar’s defense that his wife and 
children depen led upon his industry. The absurdity is appar- 
ent in the case of the burzlar. Wherein is it less grotesque 
in the case of eminent citizens who love law and order? 
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It was fortunate that the last of the series of races for the 
cup was sailed in a sea and wind most desired by the owner 
of the Shamrock und his friends. The superiority of the 
Columbia at every point has been demonstrated. She is a 
speedier boat, better constructed and better handled. This fs 
a triumph in itjugs that reflect unqualified credit on the 
United States—genius in Cesigning, good workmanship and 
skill in sailing—ihings that demonstrate super!ority in lines 
that advance civilization and benefit mankind. The peace 
victory on the sea is better than a war victory on “ea or 
land. One of the pleasant features of the contest was the 
good feeling that prevailed throughout. It was unmarred by 
an act of unfairness or ill-temper. 
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HANNA ON THE TRUSTS. 


Mark Hanna practically committed himself to the support 
of trusts in his Cleveland speech. . 

This need not surprise anybody since Hanna and his party 
are $0 involved with monopoly interests that to break the 
connection would amount to a dissolution of the party. 

Mr. Hanna argues that modern business is conducted on 
such a gigantic scale that no ordinary corporation could carry 
it on. The capital necessary to ordinary business is greater 
than any individual can command or any small number cf 
individuals. He seems to think that this justifies the trust. 

But suppose all the facts are correctly stated by Mr. 
Hanna. They may justify co-operation on a large scale with 
a fair distribution of the. benefits among all who are inter- 
ested. But they do not justify monopoly whereby a syndi- 
cate is possessed of coercive power over producers and con- 
sumers, a power exercised on the one hand by reducing wages 
and discharging laborers and on the other by raising prices 
to the limit of the consumers’ ability to pay. 

This is the real question, which cannot be disguised. It is 
that of monopoly @gnd special privilege, which are and al- 
ways have been abhorrent to the American people. 

Senator Hoar never spoke better than when he said in the 
Unitarian conference: “I believe in the American people, a 
free and brave people who do not bow the neck or bend the 
knee to any other, and who desire none to bow the neck or 
bend the knee two them. I believe that liberty, good govern- 
ment, free institutions, cannot be given by any one people to 
any other, but must be wrought out for each by itself, slowly, 
painfully, in the process of years or centuries, as the oak adds 
ring to ring. 1 believe that a republic is greater than an 
empire. I believe that the moral law and the golden rule 
are for nations us well as individuals.” If it were possible for 
Abraham Lincoln in the spirit to inspire the Massachusetts 
Senator, these would be the thoughts he would give to him 
at this time. They express the true American ideal. 
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Mr. Hanna will be astonished to read this anti-trust utter- 
ance from the Jllinois Supreme Court: “It has been recognized 
as a general rule by this court that the power of a corpora- 
tion to perform corporate acts outside of the state of its crea- 
tion, and where the laws of its corporate existence have no 
force, does not exist.”” This will also cause surprise in the 
State of New Jersey, where iniquitous laws have already 
created so many evil combinations. 
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Any political party whatever would do better to go into 
permanent retirement than to approve the Philippine folly or 
anything else that looks lhke expansion through conquest. 
Surely the American people should have some higher ideal] 
than that of a mere squabble for Federal offices. 
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Of 21,000 American farmers, 16,643 say that United States 
®enators should no longer be elected by Legislatures. There is 
doubtless a large majority in all clasess of the American 
people who favor a change of the present very costly and cor- 
rupting system of choosing Senators. 
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The twelve $1000 revenue stamps on the United Railways 
mortgage will be paid by street railway passengers, thousands 
of whom will have to stand up in going to and from their 
business. It would he sad if such a tax were to fall wholly 
upon a street railway trust. 

Of 21,000 American farmers polled on the Philippine question, 
12,520 voted for independence and 8416 for conquest. If our 
urban communities are as conscientious as our farmers, the 
Philippine folly will be condemned in every part of the 
union.

The letters of Victor Hugo, edited for 
tower sot pe by Paul Meurice, are not all 
Ove letters, as has been supposed. Here ie 
a sentence in a letter written in 1867 to the 
Porto Rico Revolutionary Committee: 
“Spéain turned out of America! That is 
the great aim; that is the great duty for 
Americans. Cuba free like St. Domingo. 
I applaud all these great efforts.”’ 
Germany is a more bookish country than 
either Great Britain or the United States. 
The historical nove! ‘“‘Ekkehard”’ is now 
in its 164th edition, and Scheffe,’s ‘‘Trompet- 
er von Sakkingen”’ in ‘te 237th. In 1898 there 
were 23,900 books published,y!n Germany, 
against 13.00 in France, 7200 In Great Brit- 
ain and 5300 tn the United States. Even 
Italy published 9500. ‘‘Dav'd Harum” is just 
beginning to sell well in England—probably 
under the misconception in some quarters 
that it is naughty. People eall for ‘‘David's 
Harem” at the libraries. 

Mr. Richard Whiteing, the author of that 
popular book, ‘‘No. 5 John Street,” is writ- 
ing a series of papers on interesting phases 
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of modern life in Paris, which will be 
printed in the Century Magazine during 
the coming exposition year, with a great 
number of pictures by Andre Castaigne, 
who will be thoroughly at home in_ this 
field. Mr. Whiteing’s knowledge of Paris 
life antedates the exposition of 1867. 

Another Western newspaper man to win 
success as a noveliet is Booth Tarkington, 
whose “The Gentleman From Indiana” has 
been running as a serial in McClure’s and 
is now published in a neat volume. Mr. 
Tarkington is a tall, cadaverous, “dark 
complected” chap with the typical Indiana 
look; somewhat like Senator Beveridge in 
appearance. He is not yet 35, is a Princeton 
graduate and has a phenomenally deep, 
rich base voice which Would make more 
money for him than most men are able to 
earn by writing books. 

According to the London Academy, the 
outward appearance of Count Tolstol’s new 
novel, ‘“‘Resurrect’‘on,” from the press of 
the Brotherhood Publishing Co., is of an 
exceeding strangeness. Six paper bookiets, 


‘inclosed in a buff wrapper and secured by 


an Indla rubber band, the whole looking 
like a package of temperance tracts, such 
ia the form in which the first volume of 
‘Resurrection”’ makes its appearance in 
England. A list of characters in the novel 
is given, and the motto texts on the t'tle 

ages are taken from Matthew 18, 21-22; 
Matthew 7, 3; Matthew 7, 3; John 8, 7; 
Luke 6, 40. 

“Séotland’s Ruined Abbeys” ts the title 
and subject of a handsomely illustrated 
book by Howard oeeny Butler, which the 
Macmillan Company will publish immediate- 
ly. 

In a few days Miss Beulah Marie Dix’s 
new book, “Soldier Rigdale,”’ will be pub- 
lished by the Macmillan Company. It will 
be remembered that Miss Rix’s first book, 
“Hugh Gwyeth,”’ was written during her 
last year at Radcliffe and has since run 
through five editions. A rather remarkable 
record for the work of so young a woman. 
“Soldier Rigdale’ is a story of the May- 
flower and the settlement at New Plymous. 
It ‘s illustrated throughout by Reginald 
Birch. 


Mr. Skeat’s account of ‘‘Malay Magic,” 
which Messrs. Macmillan will publish short- 
ly, is full of the cur‘ous legends and re- 
ligious customs with which the country 
abounds. Many of these were put to the 
test by the author with singular results. 
The book is illustrated, which should add 
considerably to fts attractions. 


‘“A Dividend to Labor,” which Messrs. 
Houghton. Mifflin & Co. issue this month, 
is Rev. N. P. Gilman's latest contribution 
to the discussion of the labor probiem. The 
Introduction includes an account of Robert 
Owen, the father of modern Socialism. 

Congressman-elect Roberts of Utah has 
read Miss Lilv Dougall’s novel, “The Mor- 
mon Prophet,’ published by D. Appleton & 
Co., and says that “it is apparent on every 
page that she writes from intimate ac- 
quaintanee with the early history of the 
Mormons.” Verv naturally, Mr. Roberts 
objects to her characterization of Joseph 
Smith as a largely self-deluded enthusiast, 
but the careful attention which he gives to 
Miss Dougall’s remarkable novel is of it- 
self an exceptional tribute to the power 
and interest of the book.

Shamrock during the races. I feel that this 
prevented the challerger from being seen 
at her best. but I do’not think it would 
have changed the result. 

“If I do not challeng® now I shall chal- 
lenge next year. I can provide the money, 
but I can’t build the boat myself. I must 
consult with my yacht club and with Mr. 
Fife. He is in ill health. Perhaps he could 
not take upon himself the designing of an- 
Other boat to be ready next year. 

“But 1 shall come back for the cup and 
I hope for better luck next time.” 

The Columbia will probably go to Europe 
under the auspices of the New York Yacht 
Club. This is all that is known of the 
future of the white victor, and it was 
Stated at the New York Yacht Club last 
night that she may be seen in foreign wa- 
ters next spring.

NEGRO SUSPECT UNDER ARREST 


Frank Gregg Thought to Have Been 
Implicated in Recent County 


Burglaries. | 


Frank Gregg, colored, is in the City Hos- 
Pital, suffering from two bullet wounds in| 
the left leg. | 

The authorities suspect that he is the | 
negro who was shot at Ferguson Friday by 
P. H. Felker, whose house he had attempted 
to rob, as told exclusively in Friday's 
Post-Dispatcl. He will be held a prisoner, 
Pending investigation by the police. 

Gregg declares he was not in St. Louis 
Friday. He says he was at Carbondale, 
Til., where the night watchman in the rail- | 
road yards shot him for trying to steal a 
Tide on a train. To others Gregg stated 
that he was wounded by another negro 
With whom he had a quarrel. In either in- 
®iance he couldn't recollect the name of 
his assailants. He secured medical treat- 
ment, he says, at Carbondale, but he doesn’t 
remember who the doctor was. 

To the Post-Dispatch he admitted that he 
lived in St. Louis County for some time 
until a year ago. His home, he said, was 
in Normandy. He hasn’t been out that way 
Since, 

“Where were you going when the watch- 
man shot you?’ he was asked. 

I was trying to catch a train for New 
Orleans.”’ 
““Had you been in St. Louis before?” 
Well, [I was here, but I have been in 
Carbondale for several days.”’ 

What did you do there?”’ 

_Nothing.” 

Who did you meet there before Friddy?’’ 

I can’t remember, because I was a 
Stranger in the town.’’ 

In answer to further questions Gregg said | 
he had been ayrested once. It was for 
cutting another negro. He says he was 
not convicted. 


ORIGIN OF RAILWAY MAILS 


Servite Was Originated by Wm. A. 
Davis of St. Joseph, Ignored by 
St. Louis and Adopted by 
Chicago. 


In a letter to the Post-Dispatch on the 
Subject of fast mail trains out of St. Louis 
Mr. Thomas F. Walsh describes the origin 
of the railway mail service of the present 
day.

This, it is charged by the assoc‘ation’s 

managers, was a violation of the law, but 
in spite of it the Insurance Superintendent’s 
report gives the association credit for a 
eurplus of $975,507.22. 
Under the law, as the association claims 
it to be, this surplus was at least‘ $1,700,000. 
Since then it has increased materially. 
The Insurance Department elects to make 
May 16 the date of the association’s finane 
cial exhibit. At this time the number of un- 
proved clafms against all life insurance 
companies is always very large. The re- 
sulis of the heavy death rate of the late 
winter and early spring are felt in full force 
and the companies seem to owe much more 
then than they do at other seasons éf the 
rear. Under the Mutual Reserve system 
he payment of losses during the 30 days 
next following mg | 16 is very much larger 
than it is during the 8 days preceding. 

The superintendent included in the Hst 
of liabilities $523,000 in claims that were 
not matured, and refused to include in the 
assets the mortuaries and dues, resources 
from which those‘of these claims that were 
afterwards establisheti were paid. The as- 
sociation claims that this was not only un- 
just, but contrary to law. 

Despfte these thimgs, however, the as- 
sociation has been demonstrated even by 
a hostile official to be flourishing and to be 
established on indestructible grounds. 
The- Mutual Reserve Fund Life associa- 
tion came into existence in 1881 as the expo- 
nent of a new method of life insurance, 
backed by an ener of management that 
carried it to great results and called into 
being intense feeling. This has been often 
demonstrated by bitter attacks on the in- 
stitution and the men at the head of its 
affairs. But the association has gone right 
along doing the work it was organized to 
do and doing it with such conspicuous suc- 
cess as to make it an important factor in 
the life insurance business of the entire 
world. Had it been less successful it would 
probably have escaped much of the criti- 
cism that the prominence given it by its 
forceful management has attracted. 

The present management has had many 
perplexing problems to deal with, aside 
from the mere obtaining of business. The 
contracts originally issued were not based 
upon the maintenance of a reserve, as the 
term is used in life insurance, but provided 
for current insurance only—a simple form, 
but entailing the payment of increasing 
cost as it took place. That there was a de- 
mand for this insurance is shown by the 
large amount formerly written. 

The management has wisely recognized 
the changing disposition of the public and 
without haste or public parading of its 
purpose has moved steadily to the work 
of placing its business under the provisions 
of the general law as regards the mainte- 
nance of a reserve. Had the Mutual Re- 
serve been @ small institution this would 
have been an easy task; but with a_ busi- 
ness ranking in amount among the first 
dozen in the dand, it required skill, cour- 
age, honesty of purpose and that calm 
judgment and patience which can take 
time to do a thing well. It must have 
required even more patience than this at 
times when the actions necessary to ef- 
fect the change wisely met with criticism 
and misrepresentation in quarters where 
rightly the management ought to have 
been able to look with confidence for hearty 
support. 

In June last the management had so far 
perfected its plans as to announce that 
all business written from and after July 
1, would be under contracts providing for 
the full reserve by the most stringent stat- 
utory requirement. It issued new tables 
of rates for new and attractive forms of 
policies, rates that on the score of suffi- 
ciency are beyond challenge. That this ac- 
tion was wise and timely is'shown by the 
promptness with which from all quarters 
came commendation. and support. 

Now, sufficient time having ‘been given 
for its agents to become acquainted with 
the new plans, the association makes the 
further announcement that former mem- 
bers may change freely to the reserve ba- 
sis, under conditions that will permit them 
to carry the reserve which would be re- 
quired to date as a loan, exactly as if they 
had from the start been insured under 
the plan calling for a reserve and had bor- 
rowed the amount thereof from the com- 
pany. Alternate, but entirely scientific and 
equitable methods of making the change 
are also offered, but the above gives the 
central idea. 

The course of the present management 
has been traced to this final announcement 
somewhat at length, for the purpose of 
showing that that course has been on a 
well-defined plan directed to a certain and 
desirable end. It has evidently been act- 
uated by an honest and intelligent purpose 
to pg hergadeby the rights of old policy-holders 
and to protect their insurance and to deal 
equitably with every member of the asso- 
ciation. It has followed scientific lines to 
results that will give sovnd insurance on 
an unassailable foundation. This course 
and this management should have the ear- 
nest support of every policy-holder. It is 
the policy-holders’ rights that are being 

rotected, and with their support their need 
e no fear that the management will not 
bring the Mutual Reserve through these 
changes a better and stronger Institution, 
and one that will still hold tn the future, as 
in the past, a most conspicuous place in the 
life insurance of the land. 

When the rates were revised so that the 
older policy-holders were required to either 
pay larger premiums or leave the associa- 
tion in order that the permanent reserve 
fund might be placed on an_ unassailable 
basis, some of the older policy-holders with- 
drew, but the number of new policies is- 
sued undér the new system has more than 
made up for their dropping out. 

President Burnham of the Mutual Re- 
serve Association recently said in explana- 
tion of the changes made in the fdystem of 
the association: ‘“‘The Mutual Life Reserve 
has followed and only followed asclentific 
lines that will give sound insurance on an 
unassailable foundation of absolute and 
entire security. 

‘This course and this management should 
have the earnest support of every policy- 
holder. It is the policyholders’ rights that 
are being protected, and with their support 
there need be no fear that the management 
will not bring the Mutual Reserve through 
these changes a better and a_i stronger 
institution—more enduring than bronze, and 
one that will hold in the future as in the 

ast, a most conspicuous place in the life 
nsurance of the land.
